These plants, no matter 
how big or how old, can give no better flowers than their Parents, usually 
worse, and they never improve in quality because it was not there to start with. 


You are really purchasing an abundance of flowers. To have that you can’t 
avoid beginning with pedigreed quality plants such as Wayside is known to 
furnish. Bear in mind that if you purchase roots-dormant plants from various 
or unreliable sources, they look about the same even though they may differ 
in size. Only when planted in your garden and when they have started to bloom, 
can you tell a thing about their inherent stamina, the purity of strain or 
quality of flowers.

more than 3500 items offered in our spring and fall 
catalog. * 


The illustrations that follow 
cover but a few of the pains- 
taking steps in the 2 to 5 
year process necessary to 
produce a plant or shrub to 
meet Wayside’s high stand- 
ards of quality. Obvious 
operations such as watering, 
spraying, digging, fertilizing, 
winter protecting and trac- 
tor plowed fields have pur- 
posely been omitted. 


FIRST: 


CUTTINGS ARE MADE FROM 
THE MOST CAREFULLY 
SELECTED PLANTS 


Since stamina, bloom, color and branching 
habit are inherited from the parent plant; 
cuttings must originate from sturdy, pedi- 
greed, root-strength plants with rigorously 
controlled parentage. This young lady is 
carefully preparing cuttings of Wayside’s 
lovely ‘Veronica, Baccarole.”’ 


THEN: HUGE QUANTITIES OF SOIL ARE STERILIZED 


At Wayside Gardens, we carefully sterilize all sand, bench soil and potting 
soil with steam to free it of all impurities. This is to protect the delicate 
cuttings and tender root growth from eggs or spores which may breed dis- 
ease or insect pests before the plants develop their own resistance to in- 
fection. 


PREPARED PERENNIAL CUTTINGS 
BEING INSERTED IN FERTILE SAND 


These cuttings, having already been made 
ready, are being inserted into fertilized 
sand to develop roots. This process of pro- 
pagating from stem cuttings is also em- 
“) ployed in shrubs, vines and trees. Raising 
plants from cuttings is the preferred 
method at Wayside because every variety 
must be true to type. There is the possi- 
bility of great variance (particularly in 
hybrids) if plants are started from seed. 


ROOTED CUTTINGS ARE 
TRANSPLANTED INTO POTS 


Transplanting rooted cuttings into pots usual- 
ly occurs from 4 to 6 weeks after cuttings have 
been started. While some cuttings are made in 
early spring, others are not prepared until late 
summer and fall. Our potting operation actual- 
ly carries through most of the year because 
cuttings are first transplanted into very small 
pots, then, as they grow larger and larger, they 
are moved into bigger and bigger pots. This is 
done to insure and control proper root growth. 
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IN SPRING ... PLANTS ARE 
SET OUT IN COLD FRAMES 
FOR THREE TO FOUR WEEKS 


Here we see young plants of STOKES 
ASTERS going into frames to harden up 
for 3 to 4 weeks growth under sash. 


Of course, this is just one variety in the 
thousands of perennials and shrubs which 
must be set out. The photo below, taken 
ona rainy and cold day in March, shows 
row after row of propagating frames. 


CONSTANT and ALERT 
SUPERVISION 
FOLLOWS EVERY STEP 


Specialists vigilantly watch every opera- 
tion from the preparation of cuttings and 
potting in the greenhouse to the harden- 
ing-off in outdoor cold frames. The vari- 
ous departments of field growing are 
further sub-divided into the specialized 
growing of. perennials, Roses, bulbs, 
shrubs and trees.

As you can well imagine, our business is filled 
with many unusual, interesting and sometimes 
perplexing facets. We start little plants out in 
life—we feed them—nurse them along and 
finally they are full grown, and we feel proud 
of the accomplishment. Yet——our plants are a 
commodity which must be marketed. 


There is no way of our knowing what plants, 
shrubs or trees will appeal to you this season. — 
However, three, four, five or even six years ago, 
we had to estimate what we thought you would 
want to buy this year—then set out to grow the 
large variety of items in quantities we believed 
would satisfy your desires. 


As long ago as 1949, we started many of the 
items we expect you will purchase this year. 
They began as cuttings, have been through the 
rooting, potting, hardening stages, and have 
been developing in fields for several years. 


While we do not want to grow too few plants 
of each variety and have you disappointed, on 
the other hand, we cannot grow too many and 
have a large surplus, since next year’s quotas are 
already growing in the fields to be at their peak 
of perfection for shipping and _ transplanting 
next year. 


WATER AT WAYSIDE 


We cannot resist telling you about Wayside Gar- 
dens’ experience with the ‘‘Dowsing Rod.”’ We 
think you will find it interesting as well as 
thought provoking. 


As every gardener knows, seedlings and young 
plants do not have the root growth or stamina 
to withstand long periods without water. There- 
fore, a nursery the size of Wayside must have 
huge quantities of water available, particularly 
during extended dry spells such as those we have 
had in the past several years. 


Faced with the problem of obtaining a large 
auxiliary water supply, we called in well-drilling 
experts, and at their suggestion, had several 
wells drilled at locations of their choosing. One 
turned out to be salt water (which cannot be 
used on plants), the others were totally inade- 
quate. 


The work of Henry Gross and Kenneth Roberts 
of Kennebunkport, Maine was brought to our 
attention, and in desperation, we turned to them 
for help. Upon the request of Mr. Roberts we 
sent to Kennebunkport a crude map of. our 
nursery. It is upon this map in Kennebunkport, 
that Gross located our supplies of underground 
water. Being sure there was water available, 
Mr. Gross came to Mentor, Ohio, and pointed 
out to us the locations on the spot, giving the 
depth at which water could be found and the 
amount of water to be expected. 


Fantastic as this may all seem, we have de- 
veloped the locations as instructed and, in every 
instance, found the amount of water at the 
depth the “Dowsing Stick’? indicated in the 
hands of Gross. 


During last year’s drought, the fourth and 
largest well was finished just in time to pour 
millions of gallons of water over the parched 
and caked soil of a section of our nursery, sav- 
ing it from complete ruin. This final well pro- 
duces so much water it could supply a smal! 
village with adequate water for all its needs. 


We do not know what there is about a ‘“‘Dowsing 
Rod” which makes it capable of detecting water, 
we only know that it worked wonders for us. 
We are grateful to Mr. Gross. and Mr. Roberts 
for their fine job done at Wayside. 
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LABELING and COLLECTING 


As the shipping season approaches, plants such 
as Chrysanthemums, which may be temporarily 
stored in the greenhouse, are brought indoors 
for inspection, labeling and sorting to be readily 
available for orders. Other plants are dug by 
field crews within hours of the time they are to 
be shipped and brought into the sorting room for 
perennial plants.

New Dwarf Oregon sters 


These new Asters originated in Oregon. They are the result of crossing 
the tall garden Asters with a dwarf Oregon species. This work was done 
by Professor LeRoy Breithaupt, of Corvallis, Oregon, and well may he be 
proud of his accomplishment, for here we have as a result of his work, 
beautiful garden flowers.

“Survivor extends the season two weeks longer, with larger flowers 
of bright rose-pink color.’ 

It is particularly well suited for difficult wet or poorly drained loca- 
tions in the garden where it is not possible to grow other flowers. Hardy 
as an Oak.

Try as you will, one can hardly say enough for these regal midsum- 
mer favorites. None quite equal them in the commanding stateliness 
of their profusely bloom-laden stalks.

Culture. Delphiniums require a rich, generous and well drained soil. On 
soils of a light or medium nature dig in plenty of well-decayed manure. In 
those of a heavy nature it is desirable to fork up the subsoil and compost of 
two parts loam and one of equal proportions of decayed manure and sand. 
The plants are best grown in groups of three or six. Allow a distance of at 
least 18 inches to 2 feet between the plants. Planting may be done in 
autumn or early spring. Remove faded flowers, and on no account allow 
seeds to develop, then a second crop of flowers may be expected later on. 


DELPHINIUM BELLADONNA 


The Belladonna Delphinium does not grow quite as tall as the popular 
English Hybrids, but they produce more spikes and are more graceful, 
therefore, more useful for cutting. In fact, they are our loveliest early 
blue flowers for that purpose. They require the same care and treat- 
ment as suggested for the English Hybrids, but may be planted a little 
closer together, 12 inches apart is sufficient space for them. Their

Culture. Spectabilis should be grown in a partially shaded border. Eximia 
will do well in a similar position, or in the woodland garden, or in a shady 
nook of the rockery. Plant in fall or very early spring, 8 to 12 inches apart. 


*Eximia Each 75c, Three $2.00, Doz. $6.50 
(Plumy Bleeding Heart.) A dwarf-growing sort, with beautiful, finely 
cut foliage and showy racemes of pretty pink flowers throughout the 
season. Too much cannot be said for this fine border plant as it is 
equally at home in full shade or sun and perfectly hardy anywhere.

DICTAMNUS - Gas Plant or Fraxinella 


An old-fashioned, herbaceous perennial. Once firmly established, a 
plant will continue to thrive in the same spot for several generations. 
They have ashlike leaves which emit a delightfully fragrant odor, and the 
quaintly formed flowers are borne in upright racemes. The inflorescence 
is covered with glands secreting a resinous, volatile matter, which may be 
ignited in the evening of hot days without any damage to the plants. 

Culture. They require a deep, rich, loamy soil and a sunny, well-drained 
border. Not suitable for heavy, damp soils. Best grown singly, so as to 
display the handsome contour and beauty of the foliage. Once planted, 
avoid disturbing the roots. Plant in spring or fall, 10 to 12 inches apart.

A very showy border perennial, forming a bush about 214 feet, having 
fragrant foliage and spikes of rosy pink flowers with deeper veins dur- 
ing June and July.

The cultivation of Hardy Ferns is remarkably simple. All they want is 
a little light alluvial soil, and a little loam and peat or leaf mold sufficient 
to keep the soil light and open, plenty of moisture, position varying from 
partial to deep shade. The Aspleniums and many others will grow on walls, 
chinks of rocks, etc. Many wil! revel in full Sunshine in any border. 

Culture. A shady position is, of course, preferred, or a spot which gets 
practically no sun will be an ideal place for a fernery. If the position 
should be a very damp one, it will be advisable to raise the surface about 
6 inches to a foot. For a good effect plant 8 to 10 inches apart.

The well known Maidenhair Fern, grows at its best on moist banks, stony 
and well shaded. It will thrive in any shaded location, even if dry, but 
will not be as tall as it will with plenty of moisture.

Excellent plants for growing in 
sunny or partially shady borders on the margins of water or as edgings 
to beds and walks. ; 

Culture. Funkias require to be grown in a rich, well-manured soil. The 
variegated kinds are best grown in partial shade. The others will succeed 
in sunny borders, by the waterside, or as specimens in groups. Subcordata 
should be grown in a warm, sheltered position. Plant in fall or early 
spring, six inches apart.

Broad green leaves; blue flowers from July to August.

Piant in autumn or early spring, 12 inches 
apart.

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THE QUEEN OF VINES 


There is a much wider range of varieties than is enerally thought. Descriptions be- 
low are condensed because the species to which eac variety belongs covers the major 
points. The two important species are: Wisteria Sinensis, the Chinese Wisteria, charac- 
terized by large fragrant flowers in compact clusters of medium length. They come 
into bloom very young and all the flowers in each cluster open at about the same time 
before any leaves appear. Wisteria Floribunda, which is better known as Wisteria Multi- 
juga or Japanese Wisteria, has long slender racemes of smaller flowers. Those at top 
are fully open while the lower ones are only small unopened buds. This of course 
lengthens the blooming period until the leaves are pretty well out. All our stock is 
gratted and grown in a special manner to induce early bloom rather than a lot of use- 
less wood. Seedlings or plants improperly propagated may go eight or ten years without 
ever producing a flower. We maintain that if wood is the main thing wanted, it is 
more economical to patronize a lumber yard than a nursery. 

For largest flowers, fertilize Wisterias in autumn after leaves have fallen; never dur- 
ing spring or summer as this induces too much growth and no flowers. It is essential 
to expose Wisterias to full sun if you want an abundance of blooms.

The proper time to “‘shape-up”’ or “‘trim’’ your Tree or Vine Wisteria is from the 
third week in July until August 15th. Cut back new growth to fourth or fifth bud. 
Fertilize only during winter months-—November, December and January—never in 
spring. Spring feeding induces unreasonable growth and not flowers. Very im- 
portant it is to remember that newly transplanted Wisteria trees or vines often do 
not “leaf out’? until August. Water plants freely while in this apparent dormant 
state.

Hybrid Rhododendrons do not require shade, in fact, they do just as well in full sun, 
with some shade needed in the South where sun is extremely hot. They are easy to grow 
but do require an acid soil, free from lime.

Bulbs. In making a new garden, double 
the amount and mix with the soil. Planting 
may be done at once. No burning is pos- 
sible. For old lawns, use 10 to 25 Ibs. for 
top dressing 500 sq. ft. For potted plants, 
a 3-inch potful mixed with a bushel of soil 
will give you splendid results.

However, to keep these seasonal rush periods down to a min- 


imum, it is extremely helpful if you will order as early as possible. 


When to Order 


Send us your order as soon as you have made your 
selections. Do not delay mailing it to us! Much prelimi- 
nary work must be done before the actual shipping of 
plants is possible. Nursery products are not manufactured 
but are grown so that in case of “‘short crops”’ early orders 
have first consideration. Most important, however, is the 
fact that early spring delivery and early spring planting 
produce the best results. Nursery products are best han- 
dled completely dormant and grow best when put into 
the ground early in spring before hot weather has arrived. 
When planting is to be done in the autumn, start as soon 
as stock is dormant and continue until the ground is 
frozen hard. 


We Ship at Proper Planting Time 


All plants, roses, shrubs or bulbs will be shipped at the 
proper time for planting in your locality. If there is a 
special date on which you would like to receive your 
order, mention it on your order blank. Weather permit- 
ting, we will comply with your request, but remember a 
“rainy”? day can upset the best laid plans. If, upon re- 
ceipt of package or bundle, you are not able to plant con- 
tents at once, open package to admit air, keep roots 
moist and store in a cool place, away from wind and heat. 
We pack carefully and a few days’ delay in planting will 
not matter if you carry out the above instructions. 


Shipping Directions 

It is not possible to determine weights of shrubs or 
plants in advance; therefore, we have never included 
transportation charges in the purchase price of any of 
our products. Unless instructed to the contrary, we ship 
by Express, this being the fastest as well as the best 
method because large bundles rarely comply with postal 
regulations. 

We can forward small orders by parcel post and, if 
wanted sent that way, add 10 per cent to value of order 
for postage and packing to points east of the Mississippi 
River and 15 per cent to points west of the Mississippi 
River. Packages traveling by parcel post containing 
perishable items shipped after May Ist are sent special 
handling. We pay the special handling charge. 


Our Method of Packing 


Shrubs, roses, bulbs and hardy plants are sent in sep- 
arate packages, sometimes several weeks apart because 
they do not mature at the same time and are trans- 
planted at widely differing periods. Perennial plants are 
never included in the same bundle with shrubs or roses. 
So do not be alarmed if you don’t receive all you have 
ordered all in one bundle at once. This special notice is to 
save you unnecessary correspondence. 


Small Purchases 


We have based our prices of plants, roses, shrubs, and 
bulbs in this catalog on the assumption that orders re- 
ceived will be $10.00 in value or more. If your purchase 
is for a lesser amount, it will be a privilege to serve 
you, but please add 50 cents service charge to your re- 
mittance. Handling small orders in any nursery requires 
a great amount of labor and is very expensive. Orders 
for less than $10.00 for sundries or books do not require 
this extra 50-cent service charge. 


Remittances Must Accompany Order 


Your remittance and your order will be acknowledged 
when received. Checks, money orders or bank drafts may 
be used.
